in many poses, Venus de Milo, so 
much bigger than we imagined, 
Winged Victory, sculped in mar- 
|ble in the 2nd century B.C., to 
name only a few. There is also 
an exquisite collection of hand- 
wrought ‘cups, plates, vases, etc., 
carved -of Jade, Rose quartz, 
Amethyst, Lapis-lazuli and Am- 
ber. All are part of the collection 
of the Gems of the Crown of 
France. We saw the 137 carat, 
Regent diamond, valued at twelve 
millions, set in a ring, and a 
jeweled sword used at the coro- 
nation of Louis Phillipe. In the 
Colonade of the Cour Curree, are 
enamels, ceramics, and tapestries 
of the Renaissance. 

We left the Louvre with regret, 
hoping to go back someday. Al 
most immediatelyewe had our in 
terest aroused by the Crown of 
Thorns. Church. It is said to. con- 
tain the erown of thorns worn by 
our Lord when he 
This holy relic can be seen by the 
public one day a year. 

Our next stop was the Sor- 
bonne, famed university of: sci-
